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CONGRESS ADJOURNS 
CONGRESS had adjourned—finally. The 
id Representativ es are pleased 
ed of their arduous duties and 
serv ice for a few months, b ut the 
the home precincts are 
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pr 
planes and 
v ided for; 
on gasoline 
and tires; that more dams for more reser­ 
v oirs are in the mill for consideration when 
the next session meets; that credit is made 
easier and the pension outlook b righter; 
that the controls on farm production hav e 
b een tightened and that the educational 
system seems to b e next in line; that the 
segregation question was not settled b y a 
court decision and congressional talk; that 
many of the people’s elected serv ants will 
fly to Europe or Asia on aid missions, and 
that union lab or groups still hold a fairly 
firm grip on the throttle that regulates 
wages and the right to work. 
It’s the people b ack home who giv e a 
sigh of relief when Congress adjourns. For 
the rest of the year, while the lawmakers 
explain and point to their achiev ements in 
b ehalf of the world and the home districts, 
the people will keep on making hay and 
cotton and steel and automob iles, hopeful 
of b etter fishing and a rest from what Con­ 
gressmen said they would do, b ut didn’t. 


INVITING REDS INTO SUEZ 
THE WESTERN powers in dealing with 
the Suez situation seem to hav e a b ear b y 
the tail—the Russian b ear, that is. 
No matter which way they turn, Russia 
seems to get its nose farther and farther 
into the Mediterranean area. 
Now^ the Western nations, in coping with 
Egyptian President Nasser’s seizure of the 
Suez Canal operations, hav e found it nec­ 
essary’ to resort to the unpleasant expedi­ 
ent of inv iting Russia to help form an in­ 
ternational control agency ov er the v ital 
waterway . 
Washington and London 
f i r s t offered 
Egypt help in b uilding the Asw’an Dam on 
the Nile Riv er in hopes this w’ould counter 
the Russian influence engendered b y Nas­ 
ser’s arms purchase from the communist 
b loc. Then the two Western powers with­ 
drew the offer, this time to teach Nasser 
that he couldn’t continue his game of play­ 
ing b oth ends against*the middle. 0 
So Nasser seized the Canal company'. 
Now any talk of internationalization b rings 
up the sub ject of Russia. So in order to 
sav e “face” the West is now forced to do 
the v ery thing it has worked so long to 
prev ent—let Russia extend its influence 
deeper into the Middle East. All the alter­ 
nativ es now seem to b e unpleasant.

Many Democrats assume that Estes Ke- 
fauv er has made a deal with Adlai Stev en­ 
son and that as part of that deal, Kefauv er 
will run for Vice President. That w’ould 
annoy Harry Truman b ut he would not dis­ 
play his annoyance in pub lic. It w’ould also 
raise the ire of Carmine DeSapio. But no 
practical politician discounts the Stev en- 
son-Kefauv er deal and its prob ab le effects 
on the Vice Presidential nomination 
Two Roman Catholics are in the Vice 
Presidential contest, Senator John Ken­ 
nedy of Massachusetts and Mayor Rob ert 
Wagner of New York. Since A1 Smith ran 
for President in 1928 and was b adly defeat­ 
ed b y Herb ert Hoov er, it has b een taken 
for granted that no Roman Catholic could 
b e elected to the Presidency b ecause of 
b igotry. Political prognosticators suggest 
that such b igotry and b ias hav e died down 
and that a Catholic could now b e elected 
to high office. As in no state does any­ 
one v ote separately for the Vice President, 
and as the assumption has b een general in 
b oth parties that Eisenhower will b e elect­ 
ed, it would appear that this might b e a 
good year to test the strength or weakness 
of a Roman Catholic candidate. 
Besides, the two who are mentioned hav e 
nothing to lo se. Kennedy will remain in 
the Senate if he is defeated; Wagner will 
continue as Mayor of New York if he is 
defeated. Kennedy 's father, the former 
Amb assador to Great Britain, is an enor­ 
mously rich man and, at a time when the 
Demo crats are short of money, there would 
b e an adv antage to latching on the the Ken­ 
nedy ex chequer. Also. Kennedy is fairly 
popular and has displayed some literary 
talents. 
Rob ert Wagner is Mayor of a city of 8.- 
000.000 people, as difficult and complex a 
position as any man can find. Why he 
should want to giv e that up to spend four 
years pounding a gav al in the Senate can 
only b e explained b y the American disease 
known as Potomac Fev er, which, once it 
strikes a man, nev er leav es him until he 
goes mad or dies. Potomac Fev er is sym­ 
ptomatic o f an ob session to b ecome Presi­ 
dent o f the United States of whom there 
hav e b een 34 in 167 years. 
This year, the Democrats hav e plenty of 
candidates for all positions, despite the fact 
that it has b een assumed that President 
Eisenhower could not fail of re-election. 
Such an assumption is always too optimis­ 
tic in American politics where anything 
can happen at the last moment. Therefore 
pub lic figures, who hav e nothing to lose, 
are willing to take a chance on the law 
of prob ab ilities and also to take adv antage 
, of the nationwide pub licity that comes 
from b eing a candidate for President or 
Vice President. 
One of the aspirants for the Vice Presi­ 
dency is Senator Hub ert Humphrey of 
Minnesota who is regarded in most places 
as a radical b ut who has too much know­ 
ledge of history and economics to b e any­ 
thing of the kind. He is an educated man 
, who apparently finds it possib le to com­ 
promise with his knowledge and training 
for political adv antage. This is supposed 
to b e a practical way to operate in politics. 
Humphrey could, in a position of responsi­ 
b ility, exhib it the intellectual discipline 
which is not always v isib le in his Senator­ 
ial activ ities.

10:10; Acts 8:37); (4) Be baptized for the re­ 
mission of sins (Acts 2:38; Mk. 16:16; Rom. 6:4; Acts 22:16; I Pet. 3:21). Upon such obedience we. 
have the assurance that God will add us to “the church” (Acts 2:47). And we further know that such 
disciples were called '‘Christians first in Antioch (Acts 11:26). 
Wear the Name of Christ and No Other 
The fact that God promised a “ new name” (Isa 62:2). and that He gave it “first in Antioch” 
should be ample evidence of the all-sufficiency of that name. To add to it, substitute for it, is but 
to mar its beauty, dishonor the head of the church, discredit Him who died for us and whose name 
we are to wear (Acts 4:12). Peter said that we should glorify God in the name "Christian” (I Pet. 
4:16). 
Accept the Creed of the New Testament and No Other 
This must necessitate a repudiation of all man-made creeds that have become binding upon so many 
people today. It takes the New Testament to make a Christian, it takes something more than the 
New Testament to make a person more than a Christian It is possible to make the claim “let us fol­ 
low the Bible only,” yet in actual practice, preaching and worship, accept along with it, the “doc­ 
trines and commandments of men” (Matt. 15:9). Creeds must be revised each year, but the word of 
God never has to be revised. Accept it and nothing else. 
Do Nothing That We Cannot Do By Christ's Authority 
Have a “ Thus saith the Lord” for all that we practice or teach is an infallibly save course, lf fol­ 
lowed this sacred principle would make it impossible for us to have in the public worship anything 
that is not authorized by our heavenly Father. There is something wrong with the religion of one who 
cannot take just what the Bible teaches, but must go elsewhere for his authority. We must worship 
in “spirit and in truth” (John 4:24). We walk by “faith and not by sight” (2 Cor. 5:7). Faith comes 
by “hearing” God’s word (Rom 10:17). Without faith it is impossible to please God (Heb. 11:6). 
In following this divinely charted course we will “go back to the Bible” in our doctrine and prac­ 
tice. W’e will practice a course that is “ infallibly safe.” We will be simply “a Christian and nothing 
more.’*

It is with 
the estate that does not exceed 
$1,000 that this article is concern­ 
ed 
The following is the procedure 
available for handling these es­ 
tates of those who die in Pick­ 
away County. S i m i l a r proce­ 
dures are available in the other 
counties throughout Ohio. 
i 
Any interested person may ap­ 
ply to the Probate Court, and the 
| court has discretion to grant an 
I order for no administration of this 
small estate, thus relieving it of 
the more costly and time-consum­ 
ing 
administration. 
“ Interested” 
1 persons may include any next of 
kin, one mentioned in a will, or a 
I creditor, but not one whose inter 
est is based on curiosity. 
First, if there is a will, it should 
be taken to the Probate Court. Af 
tor the will is filed this way, or if 
there is no 
will, 
application 
made on a printed form for an or 
der of "no adm inistration” . 
* 
• 
* 
THE FOLLOWING facts are fill 
ed in on this form: 
the name 
address, and date of death of the 
deceased, and the names of those 
who are entitled to share in the 
property. 
Included also are lists of proper 
ty owned, or in which the deced 
ent had an interest at death, un 


paid debts, and to whom the pro­ 
perty 
should 
be 
delivered. 
The 
delivery of the property would be 
in the manner that the will directs, 
or if there is no will, then in the 
m anner agreeable to those entitled j 
to share, subject to law. 
The application must bear the 
signature of the creditors and the 
next of kin of the decedent or if 
there is a will, those mentioned in 
it, consenting to the distribution re 
quested. 
Thia document is then joined 
with an inheritance 
tax 
form, 
which may be secured from the 
Inheritance Tax division of the 
Probate Court. Again the name 
and address, etc., of the people 
involved are filled in and a list 
is made of the property owned 
at death or disposed of in the 
two years just prior to death. 
Included in this list, for example, 
must be any joint bank account to 
which 
the 
decedent 
contributed 
money, the proceeds of any instir 
ance policy, payable to the estate 
or any wages that are 
due. 
Of 
course such property as an auto­ 


mobile or savings bonds or real 
estate must be listed. 
This form is then checked by the 
Inheritance Tax division and it is 
certified that no tax is due; or the 
applicant is informed that a cer­ 
tain tax is due. If the tax is due 
this must be paid before final ap­ 
proval of the application is per­ 
mitted. 
THE DOCUMENTS ther are fil­ 
ed with the cashier in the Probate 
Court and $2 costs are paid. Hie 
application 
thereby 
becomes 
an 
order of the court directing that 
the property listed rightfully 
be­ 
longs to the person therein stated 
to be entitled to it. 
Certified copies 
of this order, 
which may be secured from the 
court for 50 cents apiece are nec­ 
essary validly to transfer an auto­ 
mobile or to secure a release of 
a bank account, lf there is any 
real estate involved a separate ap­
